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North  Cambridgeshire  Hospital 


The  Hospital  was  built  and  liberally  endowed  by 
the  late  Miss  M.  E,  Trafford  Southwell,  who 
laid  the  Memorial  Stone  on  the  16th  of  October, 

1872,  and  formally  opened  and  presented  the 
Hospital  to  the  Town  on  the  2nd  of  October, 

1873.  The  First  Patient  was  admitted  on  the 
22nd  November,  1873. 

The  Endowment  Fund  has  been  considerably 
augmented  by  the  generosity  of  the  late  Lord 
Peckover,  Members  of  the  Peckover  Family,  the 
late  Duke  of  Bedford,  and  many  others. 

Although  originally  named  the  North  Cambridge¬ 
shire  Cottage  Hospital,  the  Institution  has  long 
since  passed  beyond  the  description  of  a  “  Cottage 
Hospital,”  and  in  view  of  its  greatly  extended 
sphere  of  usefulness,  the  Charity  Commissioners 
have  altered  the  official  name  of  the  Institution  to 
the  “  North  Cambridgeshire  Hospital.” 

An  ever-increasing  demand  upon  its  resources 
has  necessitated  from  time  to  time  very  large 
extensions  of  the  accommodation  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  possesses  excellent  General  and 
Private  Wards,  Children’s  Ward,  Open-Air  Bal¬ 
conies,  a  newly  erected  up-to-date  Operating 
Theatre,  an  Anaesthetising  Room,  an  Electric  Lift 
for  the  Patients,  also  special  Electrical  Apparatus 
and  Appliances,  including  X-Rays  and  Ultra  Violet 
Rays,  and  is  splendidiy  equipped  for  the  beneficent 
work  that  is  carried  on  within  its  walls. 

There  are  50  Beds. 

With  the  sanction  and  approval  of  the  General 
Nursing  Council  for  England  and  Wales  the 
Hospital  is  now  a  “  Training  School  for  Ntirses ,”  in 
affiliation  with  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  Cambridge.

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58th  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  HOSPITAL  COMMITTEE. 


'T’HE  Committee  is  now  able  to  record  that  a  full  year’s 
*•  experience  of  the  working  of  the  extended  resources 
of  the  Hospital,  viz  ,  the  X-Ray  Apparatus,  Ultra 
Violet  Rays,  and  other  Electrical  Equipment  and  App¬ 
liances,  has  proved  the  tremendously  increased  efficiency  of 
the  Institution,  and  has  earned,  and  secured,  the  gratitude 
of  the  many  patients  who  have  benefited  by  their  aid.  The 
subscribers  and  the  general  public  may  now  rest  assured 
that  the  Hospital  is  more  than  ever  worthy  of  their  con¬ 
tinued  and  extended  support. 

The  Number  of  Patients  treated  during  the  past  year  is 
approximately  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  but  there 
has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  accidents 
admitted. 

The  accompanying  Report  of  the  Hon.  Medical  and 
Dental  staff  shows  the  actual  figures. 

During  the  past  year  the  Hospital  has  been  greatly 
assisted  financially  by  most  generous  Donations  and 
Legacies.  The  Honourable  Alexandrina  Peckover  and  her 
late  sister  (the  Hon.  Mrs.  Doyle-Penrose),  most  generously 
transferred  to  the  Hospital  certain  Mortgages  which  had 
been  granted  on  the  security  of  the  rates  to  Local  Parish 
Councils,  and  these  noble  gifts  will  provide  the  Hospital, 
for  many  years,  with  an  annual  income  of  about  £433.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  Mrs.  W.  Welchman  most  kindly 
gave  to  the  Hospital  a  donation  of  £500,  and  Mr. 
Welchman  a  donation  of  £ 200 .  The  heart-felt  gratitude 
of  the  Committee  is  due  to  these  most  valued  friends  for 
their  generosity,  which  has  relieved  the  Committee  of  a 
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great  deal  of  anxiety  as  to  the  present  and  future  income 
necessary  to  carry  on  the  efficiency  of  the  Institution. 

The  Committee  expresses  gratitude  to  a  Lady  (who 
wishes  to  remain  Anonymous)  for  a  most  generous  gift  to 
the  Hospital  of  a  Farmhouse,  Buildings  and  14a.  or.  35p. 
of  Land  in  this  locality,  and  also  records  with  gratitude  the 
receipt  of  a  bequest  of  certain  pieces  of  Land  by  the  late 
Mr.  John  Atkinson  of  Long  Sutton.  This  Long  Sutton 
property  has  been  sold  and  has  realised  a  net  sum  of 
£305  I5S*  lQd.  A  legacy  of  £100  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Mr.  F.  J.  Gardiner  has  also  been  received,  and  a  further  sum 
of  £16 7  5s.  6d.  (in  addition  to  the  £800  received  last  year) 
from  the  Estate  of  the  late  Miss  Elizabeth  Amelia  Nurse. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  has  now  been  established  a 
full  year  and  the  sum  realised  by  it  has  amounted  to  £ 1020 
11s.  1  id.  which  the  Committee  considers  to  be  extremely  • 
satisfactory.  The  popularity  of  the  Scheme  and  the 
advantages  it  offers  at  such  small  cost  augurs  well  for  its 
future  success,  and  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  increased 
financial  support  to  the  Hospital  will  be  realised  in  this 
direction.  The  Scheme  has  been  entirely  worked  by  local 
Committees,  and  the  Hospital  Committee  wishes  to  convey 
its  most  grateful  thanks  to  the  individual  members  of  those 
local  Committees,  and  their  Honorary  Secretaries  and  to 
the  numerous  Collectors  who  have  so  kindly  and  so 
thoroughly  made  such  a  splendid  success  of  the  Scheme. 

A  record  of  the  actual  sums  contributed  by  each  Parish  is 
included  in  this  printed  report. 

A  not  altogether  unexpected  result  of  the  establishment 
of  the  Contributory  Scheme  has  been  a  diminution  in  the 
sums  received  through  Hospital  Sunday  Committees, 
Church  and  Chapel  Collections,  and  from  payments  by 
ordinary  Patients.  Hospital  Sunday  contributions  went 
down  from  £418  in  the  previous  year  to  £241,  Collections 
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diminished  by  over  £30  and  Patients’  contributions  fell 
from  £165  to  £97 

It  must  again  be  pointed  out  that  it  is  urgently  necessary 
that  such  contributions  as  just  previously  referred  to  should 
not  be  allowed  to  decrease.  The  Contributory  Scheme — 
although  a  most  necessary  and  welcome  source  of  income — 
cannot  by  any  means  be  self-supporting.  The  number  of 
Contributory  Scheme  Members  who  became  Patients  last 
year  was  no  less  than  401,  and  calculating  on  the  average 
length  of  stay  of  Patients  in  the  Hospital  and  the  cost  per 
head  per  week,  those  401  Contributory  Scheme  Patients 
cost  the  Hospital  no  less  than  £2690.  Those  figures  prove 
conclusively  that  it  would  be  disastrous  if  the  income  from 
the  Contributory  Scheme  was  not  largely  augmented  by 
other  financial  support  from  the  various  local  parishes.  It 
must  also  be  remembered  that  the  erection  of  the  new 
buildings  and  provision  of  new  appliances  necessitated  sale 
of  Investments,  which  resulted  in  a  loss  of  Income  of  up¬ 
wards  of  £200  annually.  In  spite  of  the  additional  Income 
received  this  year  the  debit  balance  on  the  General  Main¬ 
tenance  Account  has  increased  by  no  less  than  £116 — the 
debit  balance  at  April  1930  being  £360  is.  5d.,  and  at  April 
1931,  £476  12s.  iod. 

Whilst  every  effort  is  made  to  study  economy  with 
thorough  efficiency  there  are  certain  increases  in  ex¬ 
penditure  that  become  inevitable.  The  special  depart¬ 
ments  such  as  X-Rays,  &c.,  necessitate  additional  and 
specialised  operators,  and  the  training  of  the  Probationers 
necessitates  the  services  of  a  competent  Sister  Tutor,  and  it 
is  for  these  reasons  that  the  item  of  “  Salaries  of  Nurses 
and  Servants  ”  this  year  amounted  to  £1025  19s.  iod. 
against  £844  in  the  preceding  year.  Of  course  this  is 
necessary  to  maintain  the  up-to-date  efficiency  of  the 
Institution,  and  is  for  the  special  benefit  of  the  Patients, 
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but  the  extra  cost  makes  it  inevitable  to  ask  for  increased 
financial  support  of  the  public. 

The  Committee  records  with  pleasure  that  the  6 
Probationers  trained  at  this  Hospital  during  the  past  year 
have  all  passed  their  preliminary  state  examination,  and  4 
have  already  passed  on  to  Addenbrooke’s.  Two  other  of 
our  Probationers  have  during  the  year  passed  their  Final 
state  examination. 

During  the  past  year  the  Hon.  Alexandrina  Peckover 
most  kindly  provided  the  Nursing  Staff  with  a  Badminton 
Court,  which  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Committee  again  expresses  its  gratitude  for  the 
splendid  services  rendered  by  the  Hon.  Medical  and  Dental 
Staff,  and  its  appreciation  of  the  most  efficient  manner  in 
which  the  duties  of  the  Officers  and  General  Staff  of  the 
Hospital  have  been  performed,  The  Committee  learns 
with  pleasure  that  the  Matron  has  now  reached  the  con¬ 
valescent  stage  after  her  illness,  and  expresses  its  wishes 
for  her  full  recovery. 

The  Committee  deeply  regrets  the  continued  illness  of 
Mr.  Weston  Miller.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES,  &c. 


(1).  INPATIENTS’  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Hospital  Committee  consists  of  the  Trustees,  four¬ 
teen  Members  annually  elected  by  the  subscribers,  and  two 
Representatives  of  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff. 

The  Committee  meets  at  the  Hospital  every  Tuesday, 
and  on  such  other  days  as  may  be  found  necessary,  for  the 
General  Management  of  the  Hospital. 

Subscriptions  become  due  on  the  Thirty-first  day  of 
March,  and  are  considered  Annual,  until  notice  in  writing 
to  discontinue  be  given  to  the  Secretary.  (Subscribers  are 
entitled  to  one  Letter  of  Recommendation  for  each  10/6 
subscribed). 

Private  patients  are  admitted  to  the  Private  Wards  of 
the  Hospital  on  the  application  of  the  Medical  Practitioner 
in  charge  of  the  case,  and  on  payment  of  the  charges  fixed 
by  the  Committee. 
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Patients  are  admitted  on  Tuesday  in  each  week.  Can¬ 
didates  for  admission  must  present  a  Letter  of  Recom¬ 
mendation  from  a  Subscriber  countersigned  by  a  registered 
Medical  Practitioner.  (After  receiving  treatment  six  weeks, 
a  new  Letter  must  be  procured.) 

Immediate  admission  is  given  in  cases  of  accident  or 
emergency. 

No  child  under  four  years  of  age  (except  in  extraordinary 
casesb  no  person  in  an  advanced  stage  of  consumption,  dis¬ 
ordered  in  senses,  subject  to  epileptic  fits,  suspected  to 
have  the  small  pox,  venereal  disease,  or  any  infectious  or 
contagious  distemper,  no  woman  advanced  in  pregnancy 
(except  cases  requiring  surgical  treatment)  and  no  person 
apprehended  to  be  dying  or  incurable,  shall  be  admitted, 
or  if  inadvertently  admitted,  shall  be  suffered  to  remain 
longer  than  is  avoidable. 

All  patients  shall  bring  with  them  clean  clothing  and  a 
proper  change  of  linen. 

Patients  are  not  allowed  to  receive  food  or  drink  from 
any  other  source  than  the  Hospital,  and  are  not  permitted 
to  receive  Opium  or  any  other  Narcotic  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Hon.  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  case. 

Any  patient  may,  upon  his  or  her  request  to  the  Matron, 
at  convenient  hours,  be  visited  by  the  Clergyman  of  the 
parish  from  which  the  patient  comes,  or  by  the  Minister  of 
the  religious  denomination  to  which  such  patient  belongs. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  friends  between  2-30 
and  4  p.m.  on  Sundays,  and  between  2  and  3-30  p.m.  on 
Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  and  in  cases  of  dangerous  illness 
at  such  other  times  as  the  Medical  Officer  or  Matron  shall 
appoint. 

Two  friends  only  will  be  allowed  to  visit  a  patient  at  one 
time,  but  four  friends  may  visit  a  patient  in  one  day. 

No  patient  may  leave  the  Hospital  without  permission 
from  the  Medical  Officer  under  whose  care  he  or  she  may 
be  placed. 

Patients  who  offend  against  any  of  the  Rules,  or  behave 
themselves  irregularly  or  indecently,  may  be  expelled ;  and 
no  patient,  after  such  expulsion,  shall  be  again  admitted 
without  a  special  order  from  the  Committee. 
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(2).  OUT  PATIENTS’  DEPARTMENT. 


Persons  applying  for  treatment  as  Out-patients  must 
present  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  signed  by  a  Sub¬ 
scriber,  and  countersigned  by  a  Registered  Medical  Prac¬ 
titioner. 

No  person  may  be  admitted  as  an  Out-patient  who  is 
considered  by  the  Committee  able  to  pay  for  Medical 
attendance,  or  who  is  receiving  parochial  relief. 

After  receiving  treatment  under  one  Letter  of  Nomina¬ 
tion  for  a  period  of  six  weeks,  a  new  Letter  must  be  procured. 


(3).  CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 


Under  this  scheme  all  Contributors  of  One  Penny  per 
week  (which  covers  the  wife,  and  children  under  16,  of  the 
Contributor)  are  eligible  for  free  treatment  in  the  Hospital 
(including  X-Rays,  Ultra  Violet  Rays,  Electrical  Treat¬ 
ment,  Massage,  &c.)  when  required.  Copies  of  the  Rules 
can  be  obtained  free  from  any  of  the  local  Hon.  Secretaries,

INSURED  PERSONS. 

EXTRACT  FROM  REGULATIONS. 


Insured  Persons  being  entitled  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  to  the 
services  of  a  Doctor  for  the  treatment  of  ailments,  illnesses  and  accidents 
which  can  be  treated  by  a  General  Medical  Practitioner  of  ordinary  com¬ 
petence  in  the  Patient’s  own  home,  or  at  the  Doctor’s  Surgery,  are  not 
entitled  to  such  treatment  at  the  Hospital,  provided  always  that  exceptional 
cases  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Committee.  Cases  of  accidents 
and  minor  casualties,  if  brought  to  the  Hospital,  will  receive  “  First  Aid,” 
and  the  Patient  will  then  be  referred  to  his  own  Doctor  under  the  Act. 

All  cases  not  provided  for  under  the  Act  (as  specified  above)  are  eligible 
for  treatment  as  In-Patients  or  Out-Patients  in  accordance  with  the  General 
Rules  of  the  Hospital. 


N.B.— Gifts  of  Fruit,  Vegetables,  Books,  Papers,  Old  Linen,  &c., 
as  well  as  discarded  Male  and  Female  Apparel  of  all  kinds,  are 
gratefully  received  at  the  Hospital,
